THE OHIO SUKPSISE. 


Tho leading ^repcilican papers in Ohio 


are now engaged iu quarreling over 
the causes which led to the crushing de- 
feat of the republican party in that state. 
Tho condition ot things there .iu this re- 
gard brings to mind Nast's memorable 
cartoon in Harper's Weekly, in 1871, when 
he represented the 
great 
Tammany 


thieves of that city in a ring, each one 
pointing to the other and saying, "It was 
him." While the republican papers are 
thus trying to throw the blame on each 
other, it is not difficult for an impartial 
observer to see the causes which carried 
the republicans to this political Water- 
loo. 


In tho first place the democrats woro 


united, and thousands of German repub- 
licans went with them ou the temporanca 
question, On tho other hand the repub- 
licans;

There 


wore discontent and factions in the party. 
Tho Hubbell political assessment scheme, 
the extravagance of the last congress m 
making some appropriations, and tho 
prohibition vote, all combined to sivo 
the state to the democrats. 
There was 


hardly a perceptable difference bbtweeu 
the prohibitionists and the republicans 
on the question of temperance, and yet 
thousands of prohibitionists cast their 
votes against the republican party.
